Oldest bikini! 

The world’s earliest example 
of a bikini can be found in 
Minoan paintings from 1600BC. 
It depicts women wearing 
swimsuits that appear 
surprisingly similar to the 
classic 1960 bikini.

The seven metre-long 
tank uses a system 
of hexagonal plates which 
control the tank’s 
temperature. These 
can be manipulated to 
show other shapes, like 
cars. Or they can 
disappear completely by 
scanning the nearby heat 
signatures and replicating 
them on its side. 

As the possible shape 
combinations are 


endless, it can even spell 
letters on its side in 
infrared letters. Like, 
“Boom! LOL!” or 
something. 

Fumes from the tank’s 
940bhp engine are 
cooled to hide the 
vehicle even more. 

This is, of course, 
a concept. But the 
company hopes to see 
it rumbling into battle 
around 2018.

£300k Aston-alike! 

The David Brown Speedback is a homage to the great Aston 
DB5 that even Bond would be happy to step into! 


• Meet the David Brown 
Speedback GT, a very 
British car named after 
its very British named 
owner. Confusingly, the 
chap who bought Aston 
Martin in the ’40s and put 
his initials on the DB5, 

DB6 etc was also called 
David Brown. This is 
another one. No relation. 

• This non-Aston David 
Brown has put his money 
where his passion is and 
commissioned a classic¬ 
looking car with modern, 
reliable, very powerful oily 
bits. It was designed by 
Alan Mobberley, who 
previously worked at the 
Bertone style house and 
shaped all three Land Rover 


Discoveries. Alan unashamedly 
drew inspiration from the 
classic 007 Aston DB5 
and DB6 models. 

• The pillarless Speedback 
wears aluminium panels, 
hand-formed in 
Warwickshire, which clad 
what used to be a current 
Jaguar XKR chassis - a car 
which is completely made 
from alloy, in Birmingham. 

• The XKR’s supercharged 
503bhp 5.0-litre V8 heart 
beats under the central- 
nostrilled bonnet, as does 
the paddle-shift six-speed 
automatic gearbox. Rear- 
wheel drive, naturally, dear 
boy. It’ll hit 62mph in a decent 
4.8 seconds, to a top whack 
of a limited 155mph. Boo! 


• From the outside, though, 
the only modern aspect of 
the Speedback is plastic 
wing mirrors. Everything 
else looks as ’60s as the 
Beach Boys and LSD. The 
wheels are knock-off wires, 
like every fast motor of the 
’50s. The Speedback doesn’t 
have a full front bumper. 
Instead there are slim 
chrome corner bumpers and 
a huge open radiator grille. 

• The headlights are sloped 
chrome DB5 impersonators, 
and tail-lights are just as 
blatant. Hell, just look at 
those shark gill front-wing 
air intakes! 

• What’s important to bear in 
mind here is that most small 
coach building companies - 


even companies like 
Lamborghini and Aston 
Martin - use visible interior 
and exterior parts borrowed 
from existing cars. David 
Brown’s creation doesn’t 
expect to sell more than 50 
per year, but it still prides 
itself on having completely 
unique visible parts. How? 
By clever stuff like 3D metal 
printed switches. 

• With excellent details 

including a picnic bench that 
retracts from the boot, don’t 
expect to pay a penny under 
£300k for this slice of nice. 

A convertible version is also 
promised, but so far the 
price has been quoted as 
“between £100,000 and 
£1million”. Unhelpfully.
